The leaders of the movement said 
they were not sore-heads, nor politicians 
out of a job, nor did they want a job, but 
what they wanted was clean politics, 
honest politics, a square deal and a ma- 
jority rule. They condemned crooked 
leaders and one-man-boss rule. 

The convention was called to order 
promptly atone o'clock. Jesse R. Ksk- 
ridge stated the object of the meeting, 
and Judge Win. Ahl put in nomination 
R. T. Polk for Chairman. Candor 
Black was ehosen Secretary. 

The Convention then got down to 
business, adopted the following resolu- 
tions and named delegates to Elisabeth- 
town Convention. 
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At a convention of the Progressives 
m Breckinridge county held at Har- 
dinsburg, last Saturday, Mr. K. T. 
Polk of Cloverport was elected chair- 
man, and Mr. Oscar Black of Addison 
secretary.

Commandment Handed Down At 
Sinai Confronts Taftites Every 
where In Kentucky. 



TELEGRAPHED TO ROOSEVELT 

L— IflUsj, Ky.. .July 27.— "Thou 
shalt not steal," the commandment 
handed down at Sinai, din fiouteil the 
Tafl KepiiMif hiin in every section of 
Kentucky today when life was breathed 
into the National Progressive parly 111 
1 19 counties. On every band the great- 
est enthusiasm waa manifested and last 
night the Louisville leaders and Leslie 
daubs anil other state leaders were jub- 
ilant. The result of the days' work, 
which meant the establishment in 
Kentuck y of another big political party 
was telegraphed to Oyster Hay. 

The most surprising part of the coun- 
ty conventions was the attendance of 
m. i- who were thought to be to closely 
identified with the old Republican par- 
ty that they would be unable, even if 
they wanted to, to break away from the 
old traditions and the old associations, 
indeed, the new party leaders expected 
hundreds of uieu who believe in the 
commandment, "Thou Shalt Not Steal, " 
to still ideutify themselves with the 
Talt wing of the Republican parly. 
The reports show, however, that hun- 
dreds <if oldiime Republican leaders and 
many fonner Democrats participatid in 
the county conventions.

The Ivleventh district convention, 
which will be held at Cor bin, is almost 
certain to nominate a candidate to on- 
pose Caleb Powers, and the Teuth dis- 
trict conveution, which is to be held at 
Fainisville, may select an opponent 
for Joliri Laugley.

Substitute For House Free Sugar 
Bill. Passes The Senate 
With Only Three Negative 
Votes, One Republican And 
Two Democrats 



Washington. July »7.— By a vote of 52 
to 3 the Senate this evening ]>asse<l the 
Lodge substitute t<>r the lnnisc free sugar 
bill. There were three negative votes — 
Heyburn, Republican, Idaho; Foster and 
Thornton, Democrats, Louisiana. The 
measure proposes a reduction of the pure 
sugar duty from f 1 Si to f 1.60 the hun- 
dred In effect, there is a further cut of 
10 cents the hundred in the abolition of 
the differential, and does away with the 
dutch standard of classifying sugar. 

Senator Mr is tow, Republican, Kansas, 
said tonight that the Lodge bill would 
reduce the govei nmeiit revenue fc.ouo,- 
000, and the American sugar consumers 
WOllId save $24.ooo,uia> a year. After six 
hours debate and voting the prop 
amendments were turned down.

No man affiliated with monoplies, 
even as hired counsel, can be elected 
That is tooobviousto requirsaigument 
Judge Parker is a corporation lawyer, 
as is Elihu Koot. The selection of 
Senator Koot was a tactical blunder 
on the part of the over-confident Hep 
ublican bosses. Their conduct recalls 
Aesop's fable about the dog with the 
piece of meat. They controlled the 
convention and could have afforded to 
be moderate. 

However.the same blurder is threat- 
ened at Baltimore, due to stubborn- 
ness and wantlof vision of Murpny, 
Taggart, Sullivan & Co. Mr. Bryan 
does right to protest against Judge 
Parker's selection, not for any personal 
blemish that can be named against 
him, but because his record is not that 
of a public man who has heard the 
loud cry of the American people for 
consideration from their public officials! 

Ninety-odd million people are tired 
of boss rtile»! 

Judge Patker is not a boss; but he Is 
the c-eation of bosses. The late David 
B Hill made him a chief justice of the 
court of appeals and a coterie of bank 
ers in Wail street had him nominated 
in I §04 to defeat Theodore Roosevelt, 
on the only occasion in which the latter 
ever run for presidency. It might iu 
teres: Judge Paiker to know the facts 
aliou his nomination in 1904, because 
he may iielieve as did the late Ben- 
jamin Harrison that he was a select- 
ion by the Almighty and that Provi- 
dence, instead of Mr. Belmont and 
others, was his backer. 1 happen to 
know every detail of the curious series 
of events by which Judge Parker was 
coaxed from the bench to be converted 
into a presidental candidate. Here 
they are: 

In L«01, Wm. T. Manning aud I in- 
corporated the •■Cosmographic com- 
pany" for doing a general advertising 
business. The company's offices were 
on Broadway, and we were prosperous 
for the first year. A great deal of 
legitimate publicity was done for 
steamship and railroad companies. 
But at tbe end of the second year, find- 
ing that the income was not sufficient- 
ly large to support the two of us, I 
turned my half of the corporation over 
to Mr Manning. An offer came to me 
to make a business trip to the Orient 
and I was absent seven months. 

Mr. Mannings long training as a 
politician had caused him to render 
signal service along the old lines in 
electing United States senator* in 
legislatures susceptible to "influence" 
and In "managing" and "packing" 
city and stats conventions. He bad 
distinguished himself by securing the 
necessary votes for a certain United 
States senator in New Jersey when the 
candidate's friends had abandoned all 
hope. 

This and other reasons caused Wm. 
T. Manning to be sent for in the early 
spring of lUOI.and employed by a cabal 
of Wall street men to find and nomi- 
nate a candidate to defeat the slection 
of Roosevelt, who was lighly obnoxious 
to the moneyed interests. 

Manning had been a particular 
favorite of Chairman Marcus A. Hanns. 
as I know. Hs was an exceptionally 
good talker and a good "mixer." After 
the whole field of democracy had oeen 
canvassed, Manning finally suggested 
Alton B. Parker; but when August 
Belmont and several others visited 
Esopus to "size up" the justice, thsy 
returned to this city dissatisfied. They 
fesrsd he did not measure up to presi 
dentist size and so expressed them- 
selves. 

Another canvass was msde. but not 



an scceptable Democrat this slds of 
Lincoln. Neb. and Bryan was repud- 
Isted-could be discerned. Attention 
reverted to Parker, and he was finally 
decided upon, A pool was formed and 
Manning, with a corps of assistants, 
went to work. Meanwhile. I had re- 
turned from Egypt and was in Wash 
Ington as s correspondent. Mr. Man- 
ning came to the cspltsl and laid the 
whole plan before me— especially in- 
forming me as to the sources'of finan- 
cial support. Fie wss urgent that I 
join with him. but I positively declin 
ed. 

Arrangements, he assured me, were 
making with newspapers in the large 
cities to print reading matter srticlss 
stsrfng a "boom" for the justice. 
Every statement he mads I afterward 
verified by examination of the journals 
nsmed. Matrices and "boiler plate ' 
began to go from the Manning establish- 
ment to all parts of the country, and I 
have since seen receipted bills for 
hundreds of columns of published 
matter. John l\ Foley, a veteran 
editorial writer, Frank Morgan, and 
many other equally competent men 
were engaged to grind out yards of 
screed extolling the merits of Judge 
Parker and these may truthfully be 
said to have been many. 

When the time approached for hord- 
ing the various state conventions, Mr. 
Manning took the road. He traveled 
tins land from Maine to Oregon, from 
Minnesota to Texas. He attende 1 and 
took part in nearly every Democratic 
state convention in the I'nited States 
that summer and fall of 1904. In a great 
proportion of these deliberative bodies, 
he sat as a delegate by substitution. He 
was a fluent speaker, was possessed of 
tremendous energy, knew politicians of 
lioth parties in every state and was sup- 
plied with an unlimited amount of money 
from sources that I do not mention. He 
secured delegates throughout the south. 

Of course, Judge Parker was not a 
party to this. He was not consulted and 
the truth was kept fiom him. When the 
requisite number of delegates had been 
secured, the task fell to Manning to pre- 
vent them from "getting away." 

The only serious COCBpethof at the 
democratic national eoiivetitioti of 1904 
was W. K. Hearst, who had several state 
delegations. Btlt his manager, "Andy" 
Lawrence, was no match for "Hilly" 
Manning and the New Yorker delivered 
two-thirds of the delegates for Parker. 

Mr. Bryan was out of the way and did 
nothing to help Hearst. l'arker was 
nominated. 

"Your man is nominated," said 
Maiming to his employers; "but I do not 
undertake to elect him. 1 am a republi- 
can and must get busy for Roosevelt." 

And he returned to the republican 
fold. 

Manning spent mo-it of the money 
given SO liim foi services, in addition to 

seven! hundred thousand dollars "allow- 
ed" for expanses! He was the brains of 
the entire enterprise J but the hard work 
he performed and tin excessive drinking 
that had to be done at the convention to 
keep delegates in line, Jienuaiiciitly in- 
jured his health and he died, I broker 
down man, He was buried by the Klks 
One of his associates, whom I had found 
on the street and introduced to Manning, 
"cleaned up" a fortune! 

That is exactly how Justice Parker 
happened to be chosen a candidate for 
the presidency. He never knew how or 
why the lightning struck him and will 
he surprised to learn the facts! After the 
'excitement was over, Mr. l'arker came 
to New York and at once entered into a 
highly profitable law practice. There- 
fore, Manning did him great service. 

William Jennings Bryan knows all 
these details— and a thousand more that 
1 might have mentioned but do not. 
Therefore, as 1 eor|M)ratic)ii lawyer, Mr. 
l'arker stands in exactly the same posi- 
tion as Senator Root. He hasn't a 
thought of being "a progressive." He 
lielongs to the same school as Mark 
Han 11a, who taught Colonel Hick and 
William T. Maiming the political 
methods in which lie believed. 

Whatever may lie said about Mi 
Bryan, nobody can charge him with hav- 
ing bad a presidential nomination tiought 
and presented to him ami be has thrice 
lieen a candidate for the highest office. 

Naturally, he hopes the Baltimore con- 
vention will select a candidate imbued 
with progressive ideas.

The cream, ry Imttermaker knows 
h»w tn niatiHKc thr cream and churn 
the butter, removing the but'ermilk 
without overworkinK the butter, and he 
I ts the product up in neat .mcka^es. 
Often he has dirty milk and cream to 
work with, condition* which he cannot 
mrol and which may be rtgulated by 
the home buttermaker, who by observ- 
ing • few principled in preparing and 
putting up the butter can obtain cream- 
ery prices and often better. 

The heat is the greatest difficulty at 
thin time of the vear and frequently 
causes the cream to be churned at a 
high temperature or makes the cream 
over ripe before churning, which causes 

frong butter. Buttermaking without 
thermometer is guess work. A float* 
ing dairy thermometer may be bought 
for twenty-five cents and is almost in- 
dispensable. 

Cream ripened until distinctly sour 
will churn out more butter than sweet 
cream. The churning should not be 
delayed, however, until the cream is 
over ripe. A temperature of 05 degrees 
to 68 degrees will ripen cream in six to 
eight hours at this season, but the 
cream must be cooled to 58 degrees to 
60 degrees before churnig. A satisfac- 
tory method is to keep the cream in 
spring water at 58 degrees to 60 degrees 
fot* twenty-four hours, stirring fre- 
quently. The proper churning temper- 
mure in summer is about r >8 to 60 de- 
grees and in winter 60 degrees to 62 de- 
crees. In other words, use a tempera- 
ture for churning that will bring the 
butter in not less than thirty minutes, 
preferably in about thirty-five or forty 
minutes. This insures a firm butter 
and the removal of nil the butter from 
the buttermilk. Warm cream churns 
quickly but not completely. Difficult 
churning in winter is generally caused 
by unripened cream, churned too cold. 

Do not over churn but stop when the 
butter is in granules the size of wheat 
or slightly larger, never "gather" but 
ter for this incorporates buttermilk in 
the mass, necessitating over working, 



and destroy* the body of the butter, 
making it soft and oily, and prevent- 
ing it from keeping well. 

Hotter is frequently rniued by trying 
to work out the buttermilk and water. 
Mnttermilk should be washed out and 
not worked out When the butler has 
come to the granular form, drain out 
the buttermilk from the bottom of the 
churn through a strainer or fine colan- 
der; wash I he buttrr down with cold, 
jdean water, tipping the churn back 
and fnrth three >»r four times, rep»ating 
the operation as long as any buttermilk 
remains. If the butter s too soft to 
work, u>=e wash water a few degrees 
co'der lhau the buttermilk. Allow the 
butter to stand in the water until firm. 
When the water is drained out, salt the 
granular butler in the churn, for this 
method insures the holding of the water 
and the distribution of the salt more 
evenly and also requires less working. 
Work the butter into a large roll, or if 
more convenient, work in the churn. It 
may be finished with a worker or in a 
wooden howl. Working should cease 
when the salt is well mixed. More 
working is injurious. 

The water should be left in the but- 
ter, as this makes better butter, more 
of it, and causes it to stand up like 
creamery butter. Fourteen to 1"> per 
cent, of water is desirable, and will not 
be exceeded unless the butter is very 
soft, and warm wash water is used. 

Obtaining granules will be impossible 
with warm cream that churns in ten to 
fifteen minutes, or with high geared 
dashers in the churn. Use a hollow 
churn without dashers or paddles. A 
barrel, box or swing churn is satisfac- 
tory. Square or rectangular molds are 
best, being most easily wrapped and 
packed. Avoid waxed paper; use parch- 
ment ouly. A satisfactory one pound 
mold can be obtained for forty cents. 
The hand separator will insure more 
and better butter than hand skimming. 
Cream testing 3O to .'!.*> per cent, butter 
fat is most readily churned. 

A number of Kentucky dairies using 
these methods are selling butter for a 
higher price than the creameries be- 
cause they make better butter.

(t) We demand fairness, justice, 
and civic righteousness in politics, and 
denounce as highly dangerous to the 
interests of the people, and to the wel- 
fare of the government itself, the idea 
that crookedness, and corruption in 
politics can be winked at on the 
grounds that any thing is fair in poll 
tics 

We denounce the Republican 
National convention recently held at 
Chicago for having committed the 
greatest |iulitical crime ever perpetrat- 
ed in our counti y, in that he voice of 
an overwhelming majorry of the Re- 
publican voters was set aside and 
overturned by the Republican Nation- 
al committee, thereby taking from 
Theodori Roosevelt a nomination that 
he h id fatny won. We hold that the 
nomination of W. H Taft is tainted by 
fraud and that Republican voters an 
thereov absolved from a ! binding 
effect of the sime and are not bound 
by party regularity or otherwise to 
support hiiu. 

( >) We view with alarm the prob 
ability or possibility of another Demo- 
cratic administration, and invite all 
citizens of whatever political faith to 
join with us in this effort to prevent 
such a misfortune on the one hand, or 
the endorsement of the Chicago fraud 
on the other. 

(.■5) We believe that a progressive 
party should look forward and not back- 
ward. To this end expansive investi- 
gations of courts and congressional 
committees, of abuses that are the 
natural results of designing and ill 
advised legislation, are not the best 
means to bring about ideal conditions.
